“A table of this kind is worked with a 
lever, and is so made that a slight pressure 
upon the lever will upset the table in the 
most natural way. A waiter keeps an eye 
on the party which he intends to victimize, 
and waits until the proper moment, which 
is when the table is pretty well covered 
with glassware. Then he approaches * to 
see if the gentlemen want anything,’ and 
contrives to press the lever. In a moment 
the table is upset and all the glassware 
smashed. The proprietor then makes his 
appearance, in a state of indignation, 
charges the sailors with being intoxicated, 
and demands an exorbitant price for the 
broken glasses. The probability is that the 
foreigners pay the exorbitant price in order 
to avoid trouble. If they do not pay, the 
police are called in.” 


According to a dispatch from Rome, the 
American officers arrested at Venice, last 
Friday asserted that they simply tried to 
free themselves for defense against some 
people exasperated by their involuntary up- 
setting of tables in a café. They denied 


the charge of rebellion against the police. 
The commander of the Chicago, Capt. 
James H. Dayton, accompanied by the 
American Consul, visited the Prefect of 
Venice and expressed regret at the inci- 
dent. Capt. Dayton also ordered all the 
men of the cruiser who were ashore on 
leave to return on board the Chicago. He 
also took energetic measures to prevent 
further disorders, and threatened severe 
yunishment. A number of windows are al- 
leged to have been smashed by drunken 
American sailors, and it has been asserted 
that there was much resentment in Venice 
against the Americans. One man is said 
to have been badly injured in the row that 
led to the arrest of the officers who were 
sentenced yesterday. 

Commander Beehler, the United States 
Naval Attaché at Berlin, Vienna, and 
Rome, who was in Venice at the time of 
the trouble, is. quoted as expressing great 
chagrin at the officers’ misbehavior. He 
said that they enjoyed no special privileges 
ashore, and would be judged according to 
the laws of Italy. Afterward, if found 
guilty, they would be tried by court-mar- 
tial on the charge of conduct unbecoming 
officers and gentlemen.

Northwest Frontier Posts.

LONDON, April 29.—A dispatch from 
Simla to The Times says the Viceroy, 
Lord Curzon, is carrying out the policy 
of substituting militia for regulars at 
the advanced posts in the Northwest 
Frontier Province, concentrating the 
military strength at a few points. 

The construction of the railway from 
Khushalgarh, on the Indus, to Thal, at 
the entrance to the Kuram Valley, has 
made possible the withdrawal of the 
regulars from Kuram, leaving local mi- 
litia, under British officers, to guard 
the valley. 


THE CANADIAN PREMIERSHIP. 


Report that Sir Wilfrid Laurier Will 
Soon Resign on Account of 
Hil-Health. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, April 28.—It is report- 
ed on good authority that Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier will resign the Premiership imme- 
diately after the coronation conference, un- 
less his health improves. 

It is known that Sir Wilfrid has been in 
poor health for weeks past, and that his 
physicians have ordered him to take a rest. 

It is understood that if he resigns the 
Premiership will fall to W. 8S. Fielding, 
Finance Minister, although the French 
Canadians will strain all efforts to prevent 
the position going outside Quebec and will 
try to arrange a deal by which Louis Jette, 
at present Lieutenant Governor of Quebec, 
will succeed, or failing him, Charles Fitz- 
patrick, Solicitor General. 


SENATE CUBAN RELIEF BILL. 


It Is Feared that Congress Will Adjourn 
Without This Body Passing Such 
a Measure. 
Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, April 28.—There are no 
indications of an early agreement in the 
Senate on the question of relief to Cuba. 
There seems to be ground to fear that the 
Senate will fail to pass a Cuban bill and 
that Congress wil adjourn without meeting 
the wishes of the Administration and the 
country in respect to the Cubans. Some- 
body may devise a compromise scheme 
that will be acceptable to the Senate, but 
those who believe there are irreconcilabie 
differences of opinion in the Senate are 
increasing. 

If the Senate rules were like those of the 
House, the whole question could be dis- 
posed of by the Senate in forty-eight hours. 


With conditions as they are, it not only is 
necessary to secure a majority for a pro- 
posed measure of relief, but also to obtain 
consent that the measure shall be brought 
to a vote. At the present time the pros- 
pect that consent will be given to any- 
thing now under discussion is dim. 

The sub-committee of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Relations with Cuba which is to 
consider the question raised in Mr. Teller’s | 
resolution as to the interest of the Sugar :

UP-TOWN DISTRICTS RAIDED 


Capt. Schmittberger Takes Many 
Prisoners. 


Mayor Low's Secretary, J. B. Reynolds, 
Accompanies the Police in the 
Descent on Disorderly 
Places. 


Capt. Max Schmittberger, who recently 
took command of the West Forty-seventh 
Street Station, started out last night, and 
as he promised when he succeeded Capt. 
Donohue, waged a vigorous war on dis- 
orderly houses in the precinct. With 
thirty-five picked men in civilian clothes, 
his detectives and three patrol wagons, he 
swooped down on five alleged disorderly 
houses in his precinct and captured fifty 
prisoners. The raids were made simultane- 
ously, each house being descended upon at 
exactly 10 o'clock. 

Emulating Inspector Cross, who raided 
fourteen houses a week ago, and showing 
what can be done despite the “ tipping sys- 
tem,”” Capt. Schmittberger conferred with 
higher officials first, got the evidence 


against the places with the aid of his own 
precinct detectives only, and then, after 
sealed warrants had been issued by Magis- 
trate Pool, in the West Side Court, every- 
thing was in readiness. 

The reserves who were on duty in the 
station house were aroused at about 
8  o'ciock. Capt. Schmittberger then 
selected thirty-five pickea men, divided 
them into squads of seven, and shortly be- 
fore 10 o'clock sent them from the station 
house under command of his precinct de- 
tectives. They were not told what was in 
the wind, and were simply instructed to fol- 
low the detectives and when the time for 
action came to obey orders. 

The movements of Capt. Schmittberger 
were very guarded, and he gave none of 
his men the slightest inkling of what was 
contemplated. he patrol wagons from the 
Thirty-seventh Street Station and the West 
Sixty-eighth Street Station were pressed 
into service, and after the policemen had 
walked a few blocks from the station house 
they got into the wagons and were driven 
to the houses where the raids were made. 

James B. Reynolds, Secretary to Mayor 
Low, chanced to visit the West Forty- 
seventh Street Station just as the police- 
men were receiving their instructions. He 
signified a desire to participate in the 
raids, so with Capt. Schmittberger he 
welked to one of the disorderly houses 
and witnessed the exciting spectacle of the 
inmates making frantic but vain efforts to 
escape. 

The houses raided are on West Forty- 
sixth Street, West Forty-ninth Street, and 
West Fifty-fourth Street, and all] are ele- 
gantly and elaborately furnished. When 
the raiders broke into the houses the in- 
mates and those who happened to be in 
the places were bundled into the patrol 
wagons and driven to the West Forty-sev- 
enth Street Station, where they were locked 


up. 

Gant. Schmittberger stated after the raids 
that the night's work is only the beginning 
of the crusade which he intends to con- 
tinue until the precinct in the city noted 
for disorderly houses is cleaned up. 

‘There will be no sensational raids made 
by me,” he said, ‘‘ and the work of cleans- 
ing this precinct will be prosecuted persist- 
ently and vigorously, and without a brass 
band. The proper evidence will be obtained 
in each case, assuring conviction. 

*“*My official actions will be determined 
by a sensible, just, and honest administra- 
tion, and my efforts will at once be direct- 
ed at the suppression of the most openly 
conducted and notorious places.” 

The utmost secrecy surrounded the plans 
of Capt. Schmittberger, and as a conse- 
quence the raids were successful to the ex- 
treme, and there was no “ tipping off. 


SILVER CLUB RAIDED AGAIN; 
THREE PRISONERS TAKEN. 


Latest Move in the War Between the 
Tenderloin Police and an Alleged 
Poolroom Keeper. 

Through the defiance of the Tenderloin 
police by the proprietor of an alleged pool- 
room at 132 West Thirty-fourth Street, 
which is known as the Silver Club and is 
said to be managed by Henry Schultz, war 
to the end has been mutually declared. The 
latest move was made yesterday, when 
detectives from the West Thirtieth Street 
Station made their twentieth raid in three 


and one-half monhs on the place, and ar- 
rested three men. 

The origin of the war seems to have been 
caused by ignorance or disregard for the 
unwritten proprieties of the Tenderloin re- 
garding the manner in which poolrooms 
must be raided. At the beginning of this 
year the arrival in the precinct of Capt. 
Sheehan and his detectives was marked 
by a rapid succession of startling descents 
on some of its many poolrooms and gam- 
bling houses. No distincliion was made, 
and each one received what it considered 
as its allotted number of visits without 
objection. They even closed up, and for 
two weeks it was impossible for a bet to 
be made in the precinct. 

The proprietor of the Silver Club, which, 
the police say, is a poolroom, received his 
callers with a knowing grin the first two 
times, but at the third call he is said to 
have intimated that he thought it was 
time to stop—he really couldn't afford to 
have his business interrupted so often. It 
is said that the police replied that they 
had the right to raid when and where they 
pleased. ere the breach opened, and with 
each successive raid it has grown wider 
and wider. Authorities on Tenderloin ethics 
shake their heads and say it is a dis- 
graceful state of affairs when the police 
are not content with raiding a place, but 
actually want to get convicting evidence 
against it. 

The manager of the alleged poolroom said 
yesterday evening that while it was an- 
noying to have the police come _ through 
his windows every few days, he didn’t mind 
it much since the case was always dis- 
missed in court because of insufficient 
evidence. ‘ The only thing that makes me 
sore,"’ he continued, ‘“‘is that the police 
use my place as a front, to make a play 
to the galleries, and don’t visit any of the 
other places in the precinct.”’ 

The raid of yesterday afternoon was con- 
ducted by Detectives Maher, Underhill, and 
Black. While Maher made a feint on the 
front door the other two men obtained 
entrance to the building in which the Silver 
Club is located from the roof and down 
the fire escape to the second floor. The 
man at the door, thinking they were 
regular patrons of the place, let them pass 
unnoticed, but rang the alarm that the po- 
lice were in the street. By the time Black 
and Underhill had gotten in the sixty or 
seventy occupants of tee prove were playing 
checkers, ping pong, and dominoes. 

The police turned them into the street, 
and three men, said to have been at the 
door, at a ‘telephone, and in the street, as 
lookouts, were arrested. The telephone and 
some light aor paraphernalia were 
taken. At the station house the men gave 
their names as Jay Keenan of 469 Fifth 
Avenue, a commission agent; Charles John- 
son of 110 West Forty-first Street. a bar- 
tender, and Edward Farrell of 182 West 
Thirty-fourth Street, a clerk.

GREAT PLANT FOR CHICAGO. 


To Be Erected by the United States 
Steel Corporation and to be About 
One Mile in Length. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., April 28.—An exact 
duplicate of the monster works to be built 
at Economy by the American Bridge Com- 


pany will be erected at Chicago at a cost 
of between $2,500,000 and $3,000,000. This 
decision was recently reached by the Di- 
rectors of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion and will be one of the results of the 
pending bond issue of $50,000,000. 

The Chicago plant will be used to con- 
centrate the works of the Western district, 
The Toledo plant alone will remain in oper- 
ation. It will be operated in connection 
with the Pittsburg and Chicago works. 
The land for the Chicago plant has already 
been procured. 

It is the intention of the American com- 
pany to start the construction of the Econ- 
omy plant some time this Summer. Grad- 
ing is now being done, and the expectation 
is that the great plant will be ready for 
operation on Aug. 1. 

The building of the Economy plant will 
take the remainder of the year, and upon 
its completion it is the purpose to start 
work on the great Chicago works. This 
will have an annual capacity of from 150,- 
000 to 200,000 tons and will give employ- 
ment to about 5,000 men. 

The Chicago plant will be about one mile 
long, and will be so arranged that material 
can be handled quickly without hand labor. 

It is the intention to concentrate the 
Lassig and American plants of Chicago, 
the Milwaukee and Lafayette works in 
the new plant to be built near the Lake 
Michigan front. 

The scheme of concentrating the bridge 
plants is to secure greater economies in 
manufacture. It is the plan of President 
Schwab. 


TORNADO KILLS FIVE PERSONS. 


Struck Glen Rose, Texas, County Seat 
of Somervell County, Injuring Forty 
and Destroying Property. 


DALLAS, Texas, April 28.—A telephone 
message from Morgan, Texas, received to-

Glen Rose, a small town in Somervell 
County, between 5 and 6 o’clock this even- 
ing, killing five persons, injuring forty 
more, and demolishing much property.

Definite 
particulars are not obtainable. 


Glen Rose has a population of 400, and is 
the largest town in Somervell County. It 
is the county seat, and is situated near 
the central part of Somervell County.

William O. Porter, the Superintendent of 
the John A. Roebling’s Sons Company, who 
are stretching the cables for the new Will- 
jamsburg bridge, yesterday reported at the 
company’s office at Kent Avenue and South 
Sixth Street, Williamsburg, for duty, after 
being confined to his home in Manhattan 
for ten weeks, suffering from what the 
doctors said was a broken back. 

Mr, Porter’s injuries were received by 
one of the half-ton reels of wire used for 
the cables. The accident occurred on Feb, 
10, when the reel of wire, getting away 
from the workmen, rolled down the in- 
cline, knocked him down, and jammed him 
beneath the edge. 

Dr. T. Darlington of King’s Bridge was 
among the physicians summoned to attend 
him. Mr. orter became paralyzed from 
his waist down. Dr. McBurney was then 
called in for consultation, and discovered 
that Mr. Porter’s backbone had _ been 
broken and the spinal cord badly lacerated. 
The injured man lay for several weeks com- 
pletely paralyzed, but began to show a 
gradual improvement, and has recovered 
without an operation of any description.

Congressman McDermott Urges the Re| 
moval of Tariff Duties from 
Meat Products. 

A mass meeting to protest against thé 
Beef Trust was held in Elks Hall, Jersey 
City, last night. Dr. Leonard J. Gordon, in 
opening the meeting, said that the Ameri- 
can people were confronted by the most 
serious condition that was ever known to 
them, a condition that not only affected 
the price of meats but also caused an ad- 
vance in the cost of all other necessaries, 
To combat this condition was the object of 
the meeting. 

Congressman Allan L. McDermott, the 
principal speaker, said that the situation 
that exists in this country could not exist 
in any of the monarchical Governments of 
the Old World. In England what is known 
as forestalling, but in this country is called 
cornering, is punishable at common law as 
acrime. Should such a crime be attempted 
in Germany, Russia, or France, the cen- 


tralized power at St. Petersburg, Berlin, or 
Paris would at once revoke the license of 
the offending corporation. No such power 
exists in this country, and cannot while the 
Inter-State Commerce law exists. 

President Roosevelt, he said, may cause 
the Attorney General to bring suit in Illi- 
nois with the result that when the case is 
decided there an appeal will be taken to the 
United States, so that a final decision 
which will be reached in about three years, 
which is a long time to wait for something 
to eat.

JEROME ATTACKS THE 
McAULIFFE EVIDENCE. 


He Impugns Its Trustworthiness, the 
Character of Its Witnesses, and 


Methods Used in the Case. 
District Attorney Jerome yesterday, at 
the conclusion of the day’s inquisition into 
the death of James McAuliffe, expressed 
Himself forcibly about the character of the 
evidence brought before him. Mr. Jerome 


said in part: 

‘There is no trustworthy evidence ex- 
cept that of the boy Chamberlain, who saw 
a man led out of the station house. The 
whole thing is a fake. The newspaper has 
maliciously and willfully lied in its news- 
paper and editorial columns. No newspa- 
per can force me into a position which I 


cannot assume. 
“Mrs. Luigs, the Hoboken woman whe 


testified that she had seen the man taken 


from the station house while on the way 
to see her parents, never went near them. 
This according to their own testimony. 
The other witnesses outside of the police 
have remarkable 
ors, terms served in prison, and they are 
not to be credited. 

‘As an instance, the District Attorney's 
office learned several days ago that a cer- 
tain Dr. R. F. Allen had valuable infor- 
mation. He had sent word to a morning 
newspaper of this. There were large re- 
wards offered, and whenever this happens 
there are all sorts of persons show up to 
say anything in the hope of gaining the 
reward.

He was interviewed by Capt. Schmittber- 
ger, to whom he was introduced os 4 report- 
ers. Previous to this a telegram had been 
received from Buffalo requesting the man’s 
‘apprehension for grand larceny in the sec- 
ond degree. The man disappeared, going 
to Montreal. 

“Capt. Schmittberger and Mrs. Allen, 
wife of the clairvoyant. were the chief 
witnesses yesterday. The Captain ex- 
plained that when the man came to him 
he did not know of the request from Buf- 
falo for his arrest, and the wife explained 
that her husband was a ‘fakir,’ as she 
called him. 

‘‘ Here are letters from the man in which 
he acknowledges everything. and his state- 
ment that he was offered large money by 
a newspaper if he would make an affi- 
davit, but that he refrained. In explaining 
his departure from New York he says that 
he was warned by reporters to get away, 
and that was a violation of the law.” 

After reading the letter the District At- 
torney showed telegrams which Allen said 
he had received from the newspaper, mak- 
ing offers to him, and urging his presence 
in New York. 

While talking in a general way of Mc- 
Auliffe’s death, and his inquiries imme- 
diately after, Mr. Jerome said that he was 
inclined to believe that if McAuliffe really 
was murdered it was done with a blackjack 
in a saloon after he was turned out of 
the police court. 

““T thought I had my hand on the man 
who did it for awhile,”’ he said, ‘‘ but I was 
wrong. However, if it ever develops that | 
McAuliffe was murdered I think you will 
find that that was how he was killed.” 


A DETECTIVE ARRAIGNED. 


Magistrate Held Coney Island Sergeant 
in $1,000 Bail for Oppression. 
Antonio Vachris, a Detective Sergeant 
attached to the Brooklyn Central Office, 
was sent down to Coney Island on Sunday 
to keep a lookout for crooks. He met 
Charles Jones, proprietor of a shooting 
gallery on Jones's Walk, who told him 
that last December his place had been 
burglarized. Jones said that he knew who 
the alleged thief was, but the man had 
never been arrested. With the detective 
he went out hunting for the man, and 
after a short time came across him. 

Vachris placed the man under arrest. 

Yesterday morning, when the risoner 
was arraigned in the Coney Island Police 
Court, Magistrate Voorhees discharged 
him for lack of evidence. 

After the discharged prisoner had left 
the court Vachris rearrested him and 
again arraigned him before the Magistrate 
on the same charge.

BISHOP POTTER’S ADDRESS. 


He Speaks to Yale Students on “ The 
Citizen and the Consumer.” 
NEW HAVEN, Conn., April 28.—The ad- 
dress of Bishop Henry C. Potter to the stu- 
dents of Yale this evening on ‘‘ The Citizen 
and the Consumer,”’ in the course on the 
responsibilities of citizenship, was full of 
striking points. Bishop Potter said that in 
his opinion the solution of the industrial 
problem lay to a great extent with the 
consumer of the product offered. If the 
consumer exerts the rights of manhood and 
demands that employers provide their 
workingmen with a margin of wages suf- 
ficient to decently live, and to clothe and 
house their families, and to enable them- 
selves with ordinary prudence to better 
their condition, the situation will be greatly 
alleviated. The workingman must be bet- 
tered in order that finer qualities of char- 

acter may be developed. 

In part Bishop Potter said: 

“The workingman has demanded fair 
play. The whole theory of the industrial 
situation says that the law of supply and 
demand regulates it. That is not an inex- 
orable law, and it is time to challenge the 
truth of it.”

PREVENTED A BIG BLAST 


Occupants of Neighboring Houses 
Gathered Ready for Action. 


Residents on West Fortieth Street Com- 
plain of Methods of the New Pub- 
lic Library Contractors. 


Blasting in connection with the erection 
of the New York Public Library has caused 
the residents of the block in West Fortieth 
Street, between Fifth and Sixth Avenues, 
to make vigorous war on the contractor 
who has the task of removing 2,300 cubic 
feet of solid rock along the north sidewalk 
of the block. The fight reached its climax 
yesterday morning, when the indignant 
residents, with the aid of the police, saw 
to it that Contractor Dempsey set off such 
small charges as not to endanger the 
houses. 

It had been announced by the contractor 
that the people on the block should take 
down their pictures and bric-a-brac and 
other perishable decorations, and that they 
ought to keep their windows raised two 
inches in order that the heavy blasts might 
not do serious injury. This was too much 
for the residents. They prepared injunction 
papers in case of emergency, called on 
Capt. Sheehan of the West Thirtieth Street 
Police Station, obtained a detail of five or 
six officers, told the contractor that they 
did not intend to regard his wishes, and 
awaited results. When the first blast was 
set off shortly before 10 o'clock, the inhabi- 
tants of the block were largely in evidence. 
The men stood in the street, and many of 
the women were on the stoops. 

‘““We were ready to lynch somebody if 
the blast had been too strong,”’ said EB. A. 
Bigelow yesterday afternoon, 

The report was a mild one, and there was 
hardly any concussion from the charge as 
it removed about a couple of yards of rock. 
The residents, seeing that they had won 
out, retired within doors, much relieved, 
and the police officers, with Capt. Sheehan 
making personal inspections once or twice 
during the day, remained on hand to see 
that the easy blasts continued. 

Although most of the inhabitants of the 
block refused to unhang portraits or remove 
bric-a-brac, there were a few that were 
frightened into dismantling their homes. 
Among them was Charles Banks of No. 14, 
who had his pictures packed up and pre- 
pared to send his family out of town. Sev- 
eral others stored away the most delicate 
articles of furniture in their houses. Mr. 
Bigelow, who is a lawyer and has been 
chosen to represent the people in the courts, 
if necessary, had this to say about the 
trouble: 

“IT went to the foreman in charge of this 
work three weeks ago and asked him what 
he meant by his proposition to set off dan- 
gerous blasts. The contractor had sent us 
a notice that we had better look out. The 
answer I got was to the effect that the con- 
tract for removing the rock was a time 
contract, and that the contractor must 
therefore hurry the work along. 

* But isn’t it possible for you to do it 
without heavy blasts?"’ I asked. ‘*‘ Yes,’ 
he replied, ‘but we haven't the time.’ 

‘*That was enough. The residents formed 
an association intormally, and every one 
of us is ready to back up legal proceedings 
if they become necessary.” 

For three years the people on the block 
have been complaining about the condition 
of their street and the methods of doing 
the work on the library site. Water mains 
and a sewer under Fortieth Street caused 
some of the trouble, and David Banks, the 
law book publisher, who lives at No. 10, 
said yesterday that he had spent nearly 
$800 in repairing his flooded cellar. The 
street has been kept half blocked all along. 
There are numerous holes in the asphalt, 
masses of débris on the north sidewalk and 
much other wreckage that is not beautify- 
ing to the landscape. 

“We have been treated outrageous- 
ly,” said Mr. Banks. ‘“ As an instance of 
how these contractors. do things, I'll tell 
ros what happened to me. When .Lentil- 
non Was removing the old reservoir, his 
men set off a blast that broke one of my 
windows. I asked him about it, and he 
said he’d pay the bill.

BY BRONX POLICE

A deer broke 
terday and transformed a 
illumined day into a raid 
Bowery for the police of the 
Station. . Chasing the fleet-footed 
was ‘interesting enouwgh in the crisp air of 
6 o'clock in the morning, which was when 
Miikman Joseph Campbell of Ogden Ave- 
nue first saw itf but by noon the animation 
of the chasing policemen was ebbing fast. 

At that time the remarks of the runners 
had become few but still they 
pressed shedding coats and helmets 
whenever the trustworthy face of a friend 
hove into view along the way 

There ‘never was such trouble 
a fugitive in the Bronx. The 
time ago’ began to make itself a nuisance 
by. playing such pranks in the handsome 
grounds of Hugh N. Camp, which is where 
it got its early training, as to cause its san- 
ity to be questioned. 

“Crazy Jim” the children of the family 
called it. The Camps finally got rid of it, and 
the Zoological Society yesterday would not 
own it. The stigma of ownership late last 
evening pointed strongly to Van Cortlandt 
Park, from where it is supposed to have 
escaped. About that time the belief that 
the deer was actually crazy was growing 
apace, It had its strongest 
among those who had followed the animal 
all day, and was strengthened by the fact 
that the elusive deer was out of sight, hid- 
den somewhere in the shrubbery of the 
grounds of Mrs. William B. Ogden, on the 
brow of the High Bridge hills. It was real- 
ized that further pursuit was, for the 
nonce, vain, and the policemen, men, wo- 
men, and children who had joined in the 
pursuit retired crestfallen. 

It was a crazy thing the deer was doing 
when Joseph Campbeil, the milkman, first 
saw it while making one of his long-dis- 
tance rounds in the morning. It was graz- 
ing in a spot where the grass is yellowest 
and sparest along Featherbed Road: 

‘““Whoop!” said Campbell. “ What's 
this? a deer?”’ 

Campbell is on terms of intimacy with the 
High Bridge police, and the first thing he 
thought of was to summon a policeman. 
Although the hour was unseemly for a po- 
liceman to be about, Campbell found one 
in the person of Patrick J. O'Leary. 
O'Leary with the greatest temerity tackled 
the job of trying to capture the deer sin- 
gle-handed. The deer ran headforemost 
against him and knocked him over. 

While O’Leary was trying to regain his 
feet Policemen Henry Wiggins, John Madi- 
gan, William Curran, and Thomas J. Jones 
arrived to reinforce him. Meanwhile the 
deer was running frantically up and down 
the Featherbed Road. A united effort to 
surround and capture it resulted in some 
humiliation for the deer, which made an ef- 
fort to clear the ten-foot-high barbed-wire 
fence surrounding the Ogden estate, only 
to bounce back from it like a rubber ball. 
The deer fell upon its back. and the pur- 
suers thought they saw its Waterloo. They 
Were mistaken. A second attempt at the 
fence proved successful. A litttle spurt of 
blood showed that the animal had scratched 
itself a bit, but there was no evidence that 
it was any the worse for its injury. 

The deer was now in the Ogden estate, 
which comprises about fifty acres of land. 
and is a veritable forest, here and there 
studded with pieces of statuary which have 
been overgrown with ivy and shrubbery. 
Once in there the deer was practically free, 
but it had encroached upon the preserves 
over which William Ramsey, as caretaker 
for Mrs. Ogden, has jurtsdiction. Ramsey 
has about fifteen men in his employ, and 
he called upon them, as well as the police- 
“men, to help him catch the deer. 

Of the. policemen who were in the chase

LOCOMOTIVE EXPLODES 
AND KILLS TWO MEN. 


No Passengers Injured in Disaster to 
Lackawanna Mail Train. 
DOVER, N. J., April 28.—By the explosion 
of its boiler, a mile east of this place, this 
morning, Engine 941, hauling the Hacketts- 
town mail train on the Lackawanna Rail- 
road, was demolished and its engineer and 

fireman killed. The victims are:

The accident occurred near the car shops 
of the road. The train left here at 6:55 
A. M., going east. Engine No. 941 was a 
camel back, culm burner, which was 
wrecked in“November last between Morris- 
town and Morris Plains, and which has 
since been reconstructed. 

Just as the train was approaching the 
the boiler of the engine exploded 
tremendous noise, and.the engine 
a complete somersault, going back- 
distance of fifty feet. The train 

of three coaches and a combi- 
nation car. The first two coaches were de- 
railed and fell over on their sides. 

In the first coach were three passengers, 
none of whom was hurt. There were twen- 
ty passengers in the second coach, includ- 
ing a number of women. All of them were 
taken out safely, some of them being taken 
through the windows of the car. A few 
were scratched and bruised, but none seri- 
ously hurt. The third coach was derailed, 
but not upset, and the last coach did not 


leave the rails. There were about seventy- 
five passengers on the train. 

The body of Engineer Trimmer was found 
in the ruins of the engine. Fireman May- 
berry’s body was found on a gondola car 
on a siding one hundred feet from the main 
tracks. It had been blown there by the force 
of the expiosion. Mayberry had been sick 
for several weeks past, and reported for 
duty this morning for the first time. 

From an examination of the wrecked en- 
gine it appeared that the crown sheet, 
which separated the water from the boller, 
had been red hot when the explosion oc- 
curred. This would indicate that the water 
was too low and was thus the ultimate 
cause of the explosion. 

Engineer Trimmer had taken water at the 
Dover station. Just before the train en- 
tered the car shop yards the flagman at 
the crossing immediately west saw the en- 
gineer throw the injector so as to turn the 
water into the boiler. In the twinkling of 
an eye came the explosion, caused, it is 
supposed, by the cold water hitting the red- 
hot crown sheet. 

The track was torn up for some dis- 
tance, and both of the main tracks were 
blocked. A wrecking train was sent from 
here and the men in the car shops also as- 
sisted in cl@aring away the débris. 

When the explosion took place the car 
nearest the engine rose from the rails and 
fell over sideways. The second car fell part- 
ly on it, and the third car, although de- 
railed, brought up against the rear of the 
tender. 

Coroner Hagen impaneled a jury of six 
men and viewed the remains of the engineer 
and fireman. Trimmer, the dead engineer, 
was sixty-three years old. Besides his 
wife he leaves four married daughters. 
Fireman Mayberry was about thirty years 
old. He leaves a wife and two children. 


NIXON’S POLITICAL TENETS. 
Says Nothing Permanent Comes from 
Reform “ Spasms” and Only the 


Machine Endures. 


“Because bad men are to be found in a 
political organization is no reason that 
good men should stay out. Rather should 
it be a better reason for good men to join 
so that they may drive the bad men out, 
To get rid of the bad men will be my aim 
so long as I am the leader of Tammany 
Hall.”

“In anything that I may say,” con- 
tinued Mr. Nixon, ‘I do not want to speak 
to you from the standpoint of the partisan 
but rather to interest you as students of 
the political situation from the point of 
view of the citizen. 

‘“‘There must be organization or there 
will be failure. The control of the country

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for forty years by the Republicans is the 


result of masterful organization. 

“There was a time when bosses con- 
trolled politics by arbitrary acts. They 
can do so no longer if the masses will use 
the power given them under the primary 
law. I believe in party organization. Call 
it the machine if you will. All should be- 
come a part of one machine or the other. 


Unless enrolled in one party or the other 
he should have no voice in elections, be- 
cause candidates are selected at primaries 
and not at the polls. 

‘“‘In the Nation, the State, the city, the 
machine creates the candidates and always 
will. Once in a while in city elections 
there may be a political spasm which up- 
sets the machine. But it is simply a 
spasm. It does not endure. Nothing per- 
manent comes out of it. Before the next 
election the machine is righted and does 
its work as before, choosing the men who 
shall be Mayor and Controller. It is the 
only practical, the only enduring political 
system. 

“The average reformer is selfish, is an 
egotist, more bent on advertising himself 
than in doing any public good. But there 
are many honest and conscientious men 
among reformers. 

‘The outcry against the political boss is 
not warranted. There must be a head to 
prevent confusion. We have just had a 
great contest which was conducted almost 
entirely on moral grounds. Many charges 
made against the Democrats were true. 
Others were greatly exaggerated. All were 
used because of the inherent weakness of 
mankind. 

**T don’t believe that a great deal of 
money is stolen by politicians, no matter 
what may be said. Primarily, the oppor- 
tunity is small. In my opinion, the aver- 
age politician gives a better return for 
what he receives than men in other walks 
of life.’’

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EXHIBITION BY THE FAKIRS 


Weird Canvases Ready for Elev- 
enth Annual Function. 


Works of Members of Society of Amer- 
ican Artists Parodied by Irreverent 
Paint Brush Geniuses. 


“This is the eleventh time we have 
soaked them,’ was the official announce- 
ment on the annual programme of the So- 
ciety of American Fakirs, a body of embry 
paint brush geniuses who amuse themselves 
and others at the end of each year’s work 
by giving an exhibition of pictures parody- 
ing whatever celebrated paintings happen 
to be exhibited during that year by the So- 
ciety of American Artists. The Fakirs hold 
forth on the top floor of the same building 
that contains the exhibits of the other so- 
ciety, at 215 West Fifty-seventh Street, 
and the “press review” of the eleventh 
yearly show tdéok place last night, preced- 
ing the next three days of public display. 

It doesn’t take to appreciate 
the paintings of the Fakirs, and any one 
who sees'the galleries down stairs must 
laugh at the daubs of the students two 
floors higher up. This year, as in the 
past, the general comment is: ‘‘ How can 
the youngsters think of so many ludicrous 
things?’’ But the eleventh show of the or- 
ganization is declared by all who have 
seen the others to be even better than 
usual. It is smaller, but the pictures are 
considered superior, both in subject and ex- 
ecution, 

The visitor to the arts societies building 
begins to see the show at the bottom of the 


stairs. A few selected subjects have 
been parodied from various points of view, 
and nearly half the exhibits consist of 
fakes from Whistler, John W. Alexander, 
and Kenyon Cox. 
Among ‘the objects that attract the eye 
of the unskilled is a painting representing 
a circular medallion such as the Kaiser or 
some other potentate might confer as a 
decoration for bravery. On this circular 
medal are depicted three pictures of the 
Same man. In the first he is arising, tired 
and worn, from what looks like a sleepless 
couch; next, at noon, he is pulling tape 
out of a ticker, and last, late at night, he 
is drinking champagne, clad only in’ a dress 
coat. Below and above these symbolical 
figures are the following inscriptions: 
Qos ec erscccscccctecrsecnecevcavceetevcesesscs © 
Discovered in 2009 A. D., and is sip- 
posed to be a paragorical picture showing 
the life of a New York man about the time 

of the reign of JEROME the GREAT,

This decoration was dug up among the 
ruins of Wall Street, and is thought to 
have been painted by Buysome and Bor- 


This picture was awarded honorable men- 
tion. Near it on the wall is one called “A 
Crowd of Business,’’ by *‘ A. Swell,’’ a fake 
on Sewell’s ‘‘A Cloud of Witnesses.”” In 
the original a cavalcade of ghostly spirits 
pass in review of a man Sleeping on the 
seashore. In the fake there hover over the 
head of a ghastly inebriate hordes of frogs, 
snakes, imps, fishes, and “slimy things 
that crawl.’ The inebriate, a misfit of a 
man, exhibits an expression of orthodox 
horror, his nose red, his eyes half popping 
out of his head, and his clothes in frag- 
ments. Out of his mouth issue the sad 
words: 
I saw red things and blue ones, too, 
Pale horrors, beer pails were they all, 
They said lager and whisky straight 
Are bad to mix at all. 

The three prize winners for this year are 
Arthur P. Spear, S. J. Woolf, and Alice 
Schrimpson. The prizes of $25, $15, and $10 
are given by Samuel T. Shaw, the winners 
being chosen by a committee composed of 
L. C. Earle, Edward Potthast, F. de 
Haven, and C. C. Curran. Honorable men- 
tion is awarded to W. Hillburg, A. P. 
Spear, A. W. Crisp, Angie Breakspeare, 
Florence Ballin, J. 8S. Rae, Jamie Carret, 
and David Stewart. 

“ Oft in a Silly Night,”’ taken from R. A. 
Blakelock's picture, is the first winrier. 
The moon is a glass disc inserted in the 
canvas and a lighted lamp is placed behind 
it. The trees and follage are made of lace, 
in imitation of Blakelock’s well-known 
habit of building picture trees that look 
like delicate tapestries. The second winner 
is a take-off of Wilton Lockwood's por- 
trait of John La Farge, with real spec- 
tacles sticking out beyond the canvas and 
a genuine cigar in the subject’s hand. 
Miss Schrimpson’s third prize winner is 
called ‘‘ Goose Slip.’" being modeled after 
the large canvas, entitled ‘‘ Gossip,”’ that 
has excited much favorable comment be- 
low stairs. 

In this last, the geese, instead of being 
geesily graceful, are contortions of the 
goose family, and the women are carica- 
tures. A bag held in one of the fowl'’s bills 
is labeled with the name of a certain much- 
heralded patent medicine. 

“A Nocturne” by Whistler is a favorite 
with the Fakirs. One of the take-offs is a 
mass of black ink, with a bunch of matches 
in place of the fireworks. Another shows 
a building burning dimly on a very dark 
night. A third consists of a couple of cats 
on the back fence on a night so dark that 
they can't see their paws in front of them. 

Among the other exhibits are a picture 
showing the elaborate way in which “‘ Ken- 
yon Shocks” is wont to 9 his name, a 

rtrait of a fiendish bull-dog by “A. 

urt-er,’’ an imitation of Winslow Homer's 
‘“*‘Northwester,”’ entitled a ‘* Blowing up 
Hell Gate,” and another take-off of the 
Same picture called ‘* Northeaster,’’ with 
a bunch of Easter lilies growing out of the 
midst of a wave. One painting, called 
‘“‘ Eventied,’’ contains a pair of gaunt trees 
with their tops ribboned together. The 
fake on ‘‘ The Golden Age”’ has an elderly 
aunt reading the Bible to a howling young- 
ster, instead of a beautiful fairly queen of 
some other sort of queen reading a gold- 
backed tale to a young prince. 

Two of the pitcures have J. W. Alex- 
nder’s ‘‘ The Black Cat,’’ as their subject. 
One shows a hideous young woman, 
tumbling off a sofa on top of a lean feline. 
The other is similar, except that a crank 
turns it wrongside out, giving an additional 
ludicrous effect. In the original both 
maiden and cat are things of great beauty. 

“The Burning Brush,’’ as interpreted by 
the fakirs’ fraternity. becomes a hair 
brush wielded by a mother’s hand against 
the rear of a refractory infant. C. C. Cur- 
ran, the well-known artist, has contributed 
to the show a take-off on the picture show- 
ing the Queen of Hearts making a few 
tarts. In the original, to be seen down 
stairs, the expanse of blank canvas over 
the Queen's head is noticeable, and Mr. 
Curran has made his fake so that you can 
wind off an unlimited supply of blank paper 
above the sad-eyed tart-maker. 

In a room separated from the main place 
of exhibition is a ‘side show.’’ This con- 
tains scales that weight never less than 
600 pounds, each weigher being fined. if 
he pulls more than 250; a lung-testing ma- 
chine that causes the blower to be drenched 
with a tiny stream of water, and other such 
trick apparata. To-day and to-morrow 
both exhibition and side show will be open 
day and evening, and both will last 
through Thursday morning. At 2 o'clock 
on the latter day the auction of pictures 
will take place. 


Boys’ Complaints Cause an Arrest.

Heinze Properties Consolidated 
with $80,000,000 Capital. 


Stock Placed on the Market Jumps at 
Once from 33 to 35—Production 
Will Be 42,000,000 Pounds 
Yearly. 


News of the formal incorporation in New 
Jersey of the United Copper Company, the 
new Heinze combination of copper proper- 
ties, was receive in Wall Street yesterday 
about the same time that dispatches from 
Boston announced that the Calumet and 
Hecla Mining Company, one of the oldest 
copper companies, had cut its dividend from 
$10 to $5 a share. 

This curious coincidence caused much 
comment, but it did not keep the price of 
the new stock from going to 35 on the curb 
market, after having recorded an initial 
sale at 33. 

The company was incorporated in Trenton 
with an authorized capital of $80,000,000, of 
which $75,000,000 is common stock. The 
amount of stock to be issued is, however, 
to be only $45,000,000 common stock and 
$5,000,000 preferred, which will bear 6 per 
cent, cumulative dividends. The remaining 
$30,000,000 of common stock is to remain in 
the treasury, to be used only for the ac- 
quisition of new properties, and cannot be 
issued except by three-fourths’ vote of 
Directors and stockholders. 

The ifcorporators are A. A. Brownlee of 
Princeton and H. W. Trumbull of 36 Broad 
Street and John French of 59 Wall Street, 
New York City. Mr. Brownlee is interest- 
ed in mines in Cripple Creek, Col., and 
John French is with the law firm of Cary 
& Whitridge, which drew the organization 
papers. H. W. Trumbull is connected with 


Talbot J. Taylor & Co. The State of New 
Jersey gets $16,000 in fees. 

The new company, according to John 
MacGinniss, Vice President of the Montana 
Company, will have in_its treasury 95 per 
cent. of the capital stock of the following 
companies: 

The Montana Ore Purchasing Company, 
capital 100,000 shares, par value $25; the 
Nipper Consolidated Copper Company, capi- 
tal 150,000 shares, par value $25; the Min- 
nie Healey Copper Mining Company, cap- 
ital 2,000,000 shares, par value $1; the Co- 
bra-Rock Island Copper Mining Company, 
capital 2,000,000 shares, par value $1, °r 
the Belmont Copper Mining Company, -“v- 
ital 1,000,000 shares, par value $1.

The articles have a proviso 
that the company may sell its entire plant, 
with the consent of three-fourths of the 
Directors and the holders of two-thirds of 
the stock of each class. 

Subscriptions to the underwriting of the 
new company were quoted at 120, with the 
amount of stock offered already oversub- 
scribed to double the amount. 

United Copper was traded in on the curb 
yesterday for the first time, and showed 
much activity. The first transaction was 
made at 33, and, after selling down to 4%. 
the price gradually rose, going as high as 
35. The last transaction of the day was 
made at the top price. The dealings in the 
stock amounted to over 20,000 shares. The 
common stock was the only issue traded 
in, no quotation being established for the 
preferred stock. 


HELD FOR BEATING HIS SON. 


Seven-Year-Old Lad Now in a Hospital 
and Not Expected to, Live. 

Max Taubner of Union Hill was held yes- 
terday to await the result of the injuries 
which he inflicted on his son, Herbert 
Taubner, a frail, delicate seven-year-old 
boy, who is at the North Hudson Hospital 
and is not expected to live.

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MISS STONE’S CAPTIVITY 


She Describes Her Experiences to 
a New York Audience. 


Heard the Brigands Discuss Whether 
Their Prisoners Should Be Killed 
by Revolver or Dagger. 


Some 600 persons listened last night to 
Miss Ellen M. Stone’s story of her experi- 
ence with brigands in Bulgaria and Tur- 
key. It was the first of a series of lect- 
ures the missionary is to give under the 
management of Major J. B. Pond. The 
lecture was held in the auditorium of the 
Broadway Tabernacle, at Broadway and 
Thirty-fourth Street. 

Miss Stone began her lecture with a brief 
statement of political conditions in Turkey, 
and of the necessity for the interference of 
outside powers to restore order and civi- 
lized methods. “If this shall be the result 
of our experience,” said the lecturer, “ we 
will feel, I am sure, that all that we had to 
bear was well worth while.” 

After recounting in detail the well-known 
incidents attending their capture, she con- 
tinued: 

‘“We did not learn for several days why 
we were held. Then they came to us and 
told us that they were holding us for a ran- 
som—for 25,000 pounds Turkish. They 
said also that this ransom must be pro- 
duced in twenty days or we would be killed. 
Then the man who was at the head of the 
band came to compel me to write a letter 
explaining our position to the outside 
world, saying we were held for ransom, and 
asking the Turkish Government to with- 
draw the troops which were following us. 
I was skeptical of rep | I might say 
being influential with the Porte. But it 
proved that it was effective. The troops 
tell back, and we had to pursue our nightuy 
travels less assiduously. 

“ After eleven days had passed and there 
had been no result, we were granted an- 
other extension of twenty days time. When 
the leader told me this, he said, grimly, 
‘And if the money is not here by_ that 
time, there's one bullet for her and one 
for you.’ 

“The brigands learned in some way that 
there was a movement on foot in_this 
country to raise funds for our release. They 
made me write three letters altogether. 
They were terrible things to write. It 
almost seemed as if they were the death 
warrants ‘of Mrs. Tsilka and myself. 

“On Sunday, Oct. 20, they made every 
preparation to kill us. They laid their 
revolvers out on the ground. I heard the 
leader ask, ‘Why a revolver? Why not 
a dagger’ Then they talked in sibilant 
voices of death cries, and they remarked 
that I would die without making’ much 
noise. The day passed, however, without 
danger. Some days later, I learned that 
the delay was due to a difference of opin- 
ion in the band. A majority wanted to 
wait for further negotiations. 

“At last the brigands learned that Con- 
#ul Dickinson was in Sofia to conduct ne- 
gotiations. When these were finally over 
the brigands were the most thankful men 
you have ever known of, first, to get the 
money, and secondly, to get rid of us. 

“The most striking event of our experi- 
ence was the arrival of the little baby on 
the night of Jan. 4. The mother had ridden 
ten hours on horseback the night before the 
child arrived. We always traveled under 
cover of darkness. On the second night 
after the child’s birth the mother held a 
reception. The brigands all came to the 
little hut where she was staying, and paid 
their respects to the mother and the baby. 
They congratulated the mother and petted 
the child. But our nightly journeys. were 
soon taken up again, and that child trav- 
veled three whole nights the first five nights 
of its existence.”’ 

As a second part of her lecture, Miss 
Stone showed and explained some’ fifty 
stereopticon pictures. 


TO CURB THE CURB BROKERS. 


Rumor that Stock Exchange May Stop 
Bank Stock Dealings in Out- 
side Market. 


Strict enforcement of an article of the 
constitution of the New York Stock Ex- 
change, which is being agitated by a cer- 
lain brokerage firm, may result in doing 
mway with the extensive dealings in‘ bank 
stocks in the outside market which have 
been carried on for many years by brokers 
who are not members of the Exchange. 

The article referred to is one prohibiting 
Stock Exchange firms from * dealing pub- 
licly outside of the Exchange in securities 
listed or quoted in the Exchange.’’ While 
this rule applies to all kinds of listed se- 
curities the enforcement of it has been 
lax in regard to one class of securities, 
namely, stocks of banking institutions. 

These latter have been hardly dealt in on 
the floor of the Exchange and trading in 
them has been confined almost entirely to 
brokers of the outside or curb + market. 
Especially one firm of brokers has been 
recognized as specialists in such stock, and 
it has practically had a monopoly of this 
business for a long time. . 

In former days, however, ah old Stock 
Exchange house had been occupying” the 
position which was wrested from it by the 
outside brokers. It has made many at- 
tempts to get back this business, but it. has 
not met with an extraordinary amount of 
success. The recent revival of activity in 
banking securities had the effect of re- 
newing the strenuousness of the efforts 
of the Stock Exchange firm to get a share 
of this business, and it decided to appeal 
to the egies Committee of the Stock 
Exchange to enforce the above-mentioned 
rule strictly. Of course if this were done 
the outside broker would be deprived of a 
large amount of the business in listed bank 
stocks which he now transacts for Stock 
Exchange firms. 

In the meantime many Stock Exchange 
houses have been privately cautioned 
against dealing in listed bank stocks with 
a curb bpoker. This warning, it is said, 
has not cOme from the Governing Commit- 
tee, but from a Stock Exchange member 
who would be benefited by a strict en- 
forcement of the rules. 

The result of this contest is looked for- 
ward to with much intefest by outside 
brokers as well as Stock Exchange mem- 
bers, for the commissions from this class 
of business are of a size not to be despised. 


ADVANCE IN IRON PRODUCTS. 


Stee! Corporation Tries in Vain to Keep 


Prices Hammered Down. 


The statement was made in Wall Street 

yesterday that because of the continued 
demand prices for iron and steel products 
were advancing in spite of the efforts of 
the United States Steel Corporation to keep 
them at a low level. Pig iron is selling at 
$19 and the price for steel billets is $33 
free on board at-the works in the Pittsburg 
district, an advance of $2 in'each case. 
These prices are for delivery in the third 
quarter of the present year. Prices for 
the fourth quarter will be pactically the 
same. 
. In this connection it was also reported 
that contractors for structural material 
are refusing business for any time within 
nine months or a year. 

A report, which could not be confirmed, 
came , from Pittsburg to the effect that 
the United States Steel Corporation would 
build some blast furnaces to make all the 
pig iron it needs, thus becoming independ- 
ent of the pig iron market. One of these 
furnaces is to be erected at Bessemer, so 
it was said. 

At the office of J. P. Morgan & Co. no 
information on this point was forthcom- 
ing and President Schwab and ex-Judge 
Gary were said to be out of town.

BANK MERGER RUMOR DENIED. 


Official Denial that Chase, First, and 
Bank of Commerce Will Combine. 


Following the recent increase of the capi- 
tal stock of the City National Bank reports

LEGAL NOTES. 


TRANSFER TICKETS ON CONNECTING 
STREET RAILROADS.—An appeal allowed 
from the Appellate Term to the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court presented 
the question as to the liability of a street 
railroad company for ejecting a passenger 
presenting a transfer ticket erroneously 
punched by the conductor of a connecting 
line. The case before the court was a suit 
by Isaac Jacobs against the Third Avenue 
Railroad Company, to recover damages for 
assault and false imprisonment. It ap- 
peared that there was a traffic agreement 
between the defendant and the Dry Dock, 
East Broadway and _ Battery Railroad, 
whereby each railroad agreed with the 
other to receive passengers on transfer 
tickets. Jacobs got on a Dry Dock car at 
Grand Street, paid his fare, and requested 
a transfer to the Third Avenue line at the 
Bowery intersection. The conductor gave 
him a transfer ticket punched at 5:15 P. M., 
while in fact it was then 6:15 P. M. The 
Third Avenue car conductor refused to re- 
ceive the transfer ticket and demanded a 
fare. Jacobs explained that he had just 
received the ticket and did not understand 
the figures punched, but the conductor, 
however, ejected him and caused his ar- 
rest, as he refused to pay an additional 
fare. Jacobs was kept in custody at the 
station house for several hours, but was 
discharged the next day by a Magistrate. 
The Appellate Term reversed a judgment 
in Jacobs's favor upheld by the City Court, 
General Term, on the ground that the two 
railroads were wholly independent of each 
other, and that nothing was shown to es- 
tablish a common interest in the fares col- 
lected. This view, the Appellate Division 
Says, by Justice Hatch, was erroneous and 
entirely ignored the traffic agreement. Un- 
der this agreement, the court holds, each 
conductor acted as the agent of the con- 
necting line. ‘‘ It is, therefore, clear,’ says 
Justice Hatch, ‘‘that the plaintiff, when 
he received his ticket entitling him to ride 
upon the road of the defendant, entered 
into a contract of carriage with the Third 
Avenue Railroad Company, and thereby be- 
came entitled to ride thereon to his point 
of destination. The mistake in punching the 
ticket was not the plaintiff's mistake. In 
law, it was the mistake of the Third Ave- 
nué Railroad Company, as it was commit- 
ted by its agent. The plaintiff could not be 
charged with contributory negligence in re- 
ceiving the same, as he was ignorant con- 
cerning whether it was punched right or 
wrong, and, in the absence of explanation, 
was unable to discover that a mistake had 
been made.”’

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No Recovery Can BE Hap WHERE 
THERE Is No PROOF AS TO THE HAPPENING 
OF AN ACCIDENT.—Joseph Palcheski, while 
employed as a man-of-all-work about the 
power house of the Brooklyn Heights Rail- 
road Company, was one day directed to as- 
sist, temporarily, in operating a coal con- 
veyor. After working for eight or ten 
hours he was caught in the endless chain 


of the conveyor and drawn under a filler, 
receiving injuries which resulted in his 
death. On the trial of an action brought 
by his wife, as administratrix, against the 
railroad company, there was some evi- 
dence that two of the buckets had been 
removed from the endless chain, and that 
where the chain came up through the floor 
there was a larger space, some twenty or 
more inches square, between the floor and 
the chain than would have been there if 
the bucket were in place, and that it was 
unguarded. No one saw the accident, and 
there was absolutely no evidence as to how 
it happened. The Second Appellate Divi- 
sion has affirmed a judgment dismissing 
Mrs. Palcheski’s complaint. Justice Wood- 
ward, for the court, says: “It is not 
enough to show that an employer has neg- 
lected to do something which he ought as a 
prudent man to do; it must be shown that 
the injury resulted from the neglect of a 
duty which he owed to the plaintiff's intes- 
tate, and in the absence of such evidence 
the plaintiff has failed to prove her cause 
of action. The case is equally devoid of 
evidence of lack of contributory negligence. 
While the courts of this State are disposed 
to accept very slight evidence where the 
injuries have resulted in death and the cir- 
cumstances are such that direct evidence is 
impossible, we know of no instance in 
which a recovery has been permitted where 
there were no facts or circumstances from 
which a jury might reasonably draw the 
inference that the deceased had exercised 
reasonable care. * * * There is no evidence 
that the deceased was not familiar with 
the place and with the work; no evidence 
that he was not instructed in his duties 
and warned of the danger to be anticipated, 
and, in fact, no ground on which the de- 
fendant may be held to be liable for the 
injuries sustained by plaintiff's intestate.”

BASEBALL INJUNCTION STANDS. 


Lajoie and Other Players Restrained 
from Playing with the Amer- 
ican League. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 28.—The pre- 
liminary injunction granted last week re- 
straining Napoleon Lajoie, second baseman 
of the Philadelphia American League base- 
ball club, from playing with any other 
than the Philadelphia National League club 
was to-day made permanent by the Court 
of Common Pleas. Permanent injunctions 
were also issued against Pitchers Fraser 
and Bernhard, formerly of the Philadelphia 
National League club, who are at present 
playing with the local American League 
team. 

Although to-day’s decision of the court 
practically makes the injunction against 
the players permanent, technically the re- 
straining order will not be made perma- 
nent until the National League amends the 
bill of complaint to cover the season of 
1902.

“The decision of the Judges was a great 
surprise to us. We shall carry the case 
to the Supreme Court, and feel certain the 
lower court will be reversed.” 

Manager Mack and Pitchers Bernhard and 
Fraser left to-night for Washington, where 
the team is playing. Lajoie remained here, 
He declares.that he will never return to the 
local National League club.

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| QUICK WORK ON BUILDINGS 
| Men Labor Day and Night to Com- 
| plete Skyscrapers by May 1. 


| A Fifteen-Story Steel Frame Structure 
Entirely Constructed in Six Months 
—Possibilities of the Future. 


skyscraper builders of New York 
| have been redoubling their energies of late 
| to complete work on a dozen office build- 
ings by Thursday. Many of these struct- 
ures will be completed .on time. Superin- 
tendent Stewart of the Building Depart- 
ment has kept his inspecting staff busy to 
See that no violations of the law are com- 
mitted. 

In many of the tall office buildings in 
the down-town district under construction 
gangs of men are working continuously 
with the aid of electrfe light, floors are 
being laid at night, and work on all parts 
of the building is being similarly pushed. 
There are several large buildings, however, 
which cannot be finished on contract time. 
The Stock Exchange and the new Chamber 
of Commerce were to have been completed 
on May 1, but it will be some time in the 
Fall before these buildings are ready for 
occupancy, The skyscraper at Broadway 
and Maiden Lane will not be entirely fin- 
ished on Thursday, the date set for the 
opening of the building. ; 

The fifteen-story office building at 68 
William Street has been completed and 
marks a record for speed in the construc- 
tion of tall buildings. On Aug. 1, 1901, the 
contractors, the Thompson-Starrett Com- 
pany, started to tear down the old build- 
ing. On Sept. 3 the work of excavation was 
begun. The first steel column was set in 
the basement on Nov. 9, and in twenty-five 
days the fifteen stories of steel work were 
completed. This rapid construction of the 
steel skeleton frame went ahead of all 
records in the building line. On Jan. 9 the 
sidewalls, solid masonry, and roof had beén 
put on, so that steam could be turned on 
in the building. All the interior work has 
been completed, and the time consumed in 
constructing this fifteen-story building was 
about six months. 

Structures in the down-town district that 
are nearing completidn include the exten- 
sion of the Mutual Life Building, the Cent- 
ury Building, and several buildings on 
Lower Broadway. 

Theodore Starrett of the Thompson-Star- 
rett Company said yesterday: 

‘Never before in the history of New 
York or that of any other city in the 
world have building operations on so vast 
a scale been carried on as now in this city. 
There are at least $24,000,000 worth of tall 
office buildings which have just been com- 
pleted or are nearing completion. The erec- 
tion of tall buildings now in New York is 
like assembling a piece of machinery. The 
secret of rapid construction is scientific 
and careful preparation. When the art of 
building steel skeleton structures is per- 
fected the most rapid achievements o 
day will seem like siow work.”

called Whisky Trust. 

Ex-Judge A. J. Dittenhoefer of counsel 
for the plaintiffs was asked yesterday why 


his clients desired a trial in the State 
courts, and he said: 

‘Simply and only for this reason. In the 
‘State courts an action is tried before a 
Judge sitting in open court. In the Federal 
courts the testimony is all taken before a 
Master, who has no power to decide or 
pass —— a question. The Master is little 
more than an amanuensis. It 1s easy to see 
that, with parties working for delay, there 
would be no end to a case before a Master, 
and the attendant expense is enormous.” 

The suit brought is against the Directors 
to compel them to restore the property to 
its former condition. The claim is made 
that the Directors of the American Spirits 
Manufacturing Company conveyed all its 
assets to subsidiary companies in the trust, 
and that through A, B, C, and D all the 
profits are going to themselves and friends, 
while many of the original stockholders in 
the American Spirits Manufacturing Com- 
pany have lost largely, getting no divi- 
dends, and that the American Spirits Man- 
ufacturing Company exists little more than 
on paper. 

There is no appeal from Judge Lacombe's 
decision, so ox Judge Dittenhoefer says. 

A former action was brought by the same 
stockholders, in which they also charged 
that the formation of the Distilling Com- 
pany of America, authorized to issue stock 
to the amount of $125,000.000, was formed 
to control practically all the distilleries of 
the United States, which was in restraint 
of trade, and, therefore, violative of the 
anti-Sherman trust law. That action was 
also removed into-the United States Circuit 
Court, and a motion to remand was denied 
because it involved a Federal question. The 
stockholders then discontinued that action 
and commenced the present suit, in which 
they eliminated all reference to the anti- 
Sherman trust law.

il. No shade or ornamental tree or shrub 
shall be pianted in any of the streets, ave- 
nues, or pubic thoroughiares of the City 
of New Yurk, until sucn tree or shrub shal] 
have been first inspected and approved by 
a duly appointed employé or expert of the 
department and a permit granted therefor. 

2. No hole or excavation shall be pre- 
pared for planting any tree or shrub unless 
sufficient mold of satisfactory quality 
shall be used, and a duly appointed em- 
p,oyé or expert of the department shall 
report that the conditions, such as the ab- 
sence of poisonous gas and deleterious sub- 
siances, have been made satisfactory and.a 
perm.t granted therefor. 

3. No stem, branch, or leaf of any s 
tree or shrub shall be ¢ut, broken, or other- 
wise disturbed without having been first 
examined by a duly appointed expert or em- 
ployé of the department and a permit 
granted therefor. 

4. No root of any such tree or shrub shall 
be disturbed or interfered with in any way 
by any individual or any officer or em- 
ployé of a public or private corporation 
until the same shall have been examined 
and a permit issued therefor. 

+. The_surface of the ground within three 
feet of any tree or shrub growing on any 
street, avenue, or other public thorough- 
fare shall’'not be cultivated, fertilized, 
puved, or given any treatment whatever ex- 
cept under permit granted after an inspec- 
tion by a guly appointed employé or ex- 
pert of the department. 

6. It shall not be lawful to attach any 
fuy rope, cable, or other contrivance to any 
tree or shrub or to use the same in connec- 
tion with any banner, transparency, or any 
business purpose whatever, except under 
a permit from this department. 

7. It shall not be lawful to cut, deface, 
mutilate, or in any way misuse any tree or 
shrub, nor.shall any horse or other ani- 
mal be permitted to stand in a mianner or 
position where it may or shall cut, deface, 
or mutilate any tree or shrub. 

8 The foregoing rules and regulations 
are aiso adopted and declared as ordi- 
frances. Any ‘person violating the same 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall 
on conviction thereof before a City Magis- 
trate be punished by a fine not exceeding 
$50, or in default of payment of such fine 
by imprisonment not exceeding 30 days.

permitted to carry into effect, even un- 
der the mistaken notion that he is a 
public benefactor. There are many miles 
of streets in New York which are much 
too narrow, both as to roadway and side- 
walk, to offer accommodation for trees, 
and if they should grow it would prob- 
ably be necessary in the interest of the 
public health and convenience to cut 
them down. With these considerations 
in mind the Park Commissioners will 
find it a public duty to sean applications 
for permits very closely, and to refuse a 
great many more than they grant. 

The members of the Tree-Planting As- 
sociation, who were largely instrumen- 
tal in securing the enactment of the law 
under which this action of the Park 
Board is taken, seem to have builded 
better than they knew. In putting the 
whole subject under the direction of the 
Park Board, with authority to curb their 
own impracticable enthusiasm, they 
have shown greater wisdom than might 
have been inferred from the well-inten- 
tioned literature for which they have 
been responsible. Probably the action of 
the Park Commissioners was much mbre 
drastic than they expected or desired, 
and in all probability they will be the 
first to ask ihdulgences which the judg- 
ment of the board and the advice of 
their experts would lead them to refuse, 
For example, they are contemplating 
this season planting a thousand trees in 
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the tenement house districts, whereas it 
is doubtful if permits for twenty-five 
could be properly granted. By yielding 
to pressure to do what their own ordi- 
nances are designed to forbid, the Board 
of Park Commissioners can make the 
whole matter ridiculous—which we cer- 
tainly hope they will not do. It is bet- 
ter to limit tree planting to one tree a 
year and have that a possible ornament 
and benefit to the city than to plant a 
million and have an equal number of 
failures.

AN ENDOWED KINDERGARTEN. 

It is a piece of good news that the 
benefactor who has for some time been 
maintaining the Frances Dana Walcott 
Kindergarten, in Spring Street, in mem- 
ory of his daughter, has now given to 
the New York Kindergarten Association 
an endowment of $40,000 to secure the 
permanent continuance of the work. 

This is the first endowment of the 
kind to be made in New York. It is to 
be hoped it will not be the last, but only 
the first of many. It means that fifty 
neglected children, too young for the 
public schools, are to undergo a useful 
and helpful training. There can be no 
more beneficent work than that which 
the kindergartens are doing. Nor can 
there be investment in a public 
cause which promises a surer or a bet- 
ter return than such as has been made 
in this case to help the very helpless to 
help themselves, It is a fact calculated 
to induce reflection that. there are now 
upon the streets of New York and sub- 
jected only to the influences they find 
there a hundred thousand children of 
kindergarten age. 

While this is the first instance in New 
York of the endowment of a kindergar- 
ten, it is by no means the first in the 
United States. Boston, Philadelphia, and 
some Western cities are far in advance 
of New York in their treatment of this 
particular social problem. The endow- 
ment of kindergartens is a form of social 
insurance that is in no danger of being 
overdone,

THE OLD ORDER AND THE NEW. 

The consternation which has seized the 
representatives of the ancient nobility of 
Germany at the discovery that the Em- 
peror at times prefers the company and 
counsel of “ vulgar tradesmen and base 
mechanicals"’ to that of the representa- 
tives of the old families which have been 
the bulwarks of Prussian aristocracy for 
generations is more amusing than sur- 
prising. That these “low born” but 
clever and successful people of the mid- 
dle class are useful in a way is no doubt 
conceded, and in so far as the industrial 
upbuilding and commercial expansion of 
Germany contribute to the revenues and 
enhances the land values of the agrarian 
nobility they should be encouraged and 
patronized. But such encouragement 
may be carried too far. It is more than 
suspected that their views are danger- 
ously liberal. No doubt they are well 
enough tin their place, but to accord them 
recognition at Court and to permit them 
to believe that they have the ear of the 
Emperor for the implanting of seditious 
counsels and the advocacy of policies 
which the conservative nobility can not 
and should not approve is going alto- 
gether too far. They will get an exag- 
gerated idea of their own consequence 
from such injudicious coddling, and may 
very likely forget their place and become 
troublesome, or at least impertinent and 
offensively insistent in seeking to influ- 
ence the action of the Government by 
dominating the Reichstag. Such a ca- 
lamity would be practical revolution; 
and should that condition of affairs be 
brought about by the unwise imperial 
encouragement of the men who are 
building up a great and powerful State 
on what has been the battle ground of 
Europe for centuries, we have no doubt 
the’ Volks Zeitung of Cologne is right in 
saying that ‘“‘Germany will face the 
mightiest internal transformation which 
modern history records.” 

Nothing could better illustrate the irre- 


pressible conflict between the old order 
and the new-then the protest of the Ger- 
man nobility against the imperial recog- 
nition of the men who are making Ger- 
many great because, forsooth, they are 
not hereditary guardians of the “old 
Prussian traditions.” Assuming, how- 
ever, as we safely may, that the new 
order of the nobility of achievement and 
success in material enterprises has come 
to stay, what is to become of the old or- 
der of the privileged class with its mo- 
nopoly of natural resources and its stolid 
opposition to progress? The ‘“ American 
idea’ means a good deal more than in- 
dustrial enterprise and commercial am- 
bition. If it is really becoming supreme in 
Germany it will displace a good many 
ancient superstitions and sweep quanti- 
ties of venerable cobwebs from the walls 
of its political and social systems. There 
are grounds for apprehension among the 
old nobility, but insomnia is not likely to 
prevail on that among the 
“common people,” even though the 
greatest honors in the State are be- 
stowed upon those who create the great- 
est values and add most to the national 
wealth. Such men are not habitually re- 
spectful, and if they should become too 
prominent might be tempted to say to 
the old nobility: Geht ganz weit zurtick 
und setzt euch hin—or whatever may be 
its idiomatic equivalent.

In at least one branch of the building 
trades the activity in New York at the 
moment is without precedent in this or 
any other American city. The number of 
office buildings of from twelve to twenty 
stories under contract to be finished for 
occupation on May 1 represents an in- 
vestment in construction, making no al- 
lowance for land values, of something 
over $24,000,000. Gangs of workmen are 
busy every night by light to 
bring the interior trim to a state ful- 
filling the contract stipulations. As 
showing the surprising rapidity with 
which construction can be 
under present conditions, it is of inter- 
est that one fifteen-story building was 
lately finished in 5 months and 21 days. 
The steel frame for it was run up in 25 
days from the placing of the first mem- 
ber In position. There seems to be ten- 
ants enough to make such structures 
profitable, and notwithstanding the enor- 
mous multiplication of accommodations 
of this character there has been a scarc- 
ity of desirabie offices ever since the re- 
vival of business activity after the de- 
pression of 1897. Whether the demand 
will ever be fully met is a matter on 
which opinions differ. This is a great 
city, and its future is likely to silence 
prophecy and confuse statistics.

Sunday and the Sunday previoug have cer- 
tainly convinced everybody else in the city 
outside of the Mayor, the Police Commis- 
sioner, and the people who delight to evade 
and violate laws, that you cannot give 
these people an inch without givi them 
an ell. "Not only do they ime-vine that they 
own the streets and sidewalks, but they 
also think that they own. the police, and 
really it looks as if they did. 

On Sunday afternoon some of our com- 
mittee yisited six police stations, and at 
each one of them were informed that their 
hands were tied through the action of the 
Mayor and the Police Commissioner. What 
a spectacle for a great Christian civilized 
city with a reform Mayor ‘and adminis- 
tration. Think of it, O ye gods! Men who 
professed that they were going into office 
to enforce laws and punish lawbreakers 
actually permitting and encouraging the 
wholesale and disgraceful violation of law. 
It has been my privilege to visit many 
large cities in the United States, Canada, 
and Europe, but I have never seen any- 
thing to compare with what I have wit- 
nessed these two successive Sundays in 
the Twelfth, Thirteenth, and Fourteenth 
Police Precincts of this city. 

We do not blame the patrolmen, nor in 
the present instance do we blame the Cap- 
tains, but we certainly do think Mayor 
Low and Commissioner Partridge have ex- 
ceeded their duties.

CONGRESSMAN SIBLEY 
ATTACKS GEN. SHITH 


Should Be Stripped of His Uniform, 
He Says. 


The Pennsylvania Member’s Arraign- 
ment of the Officer Was for the 
Orders to Devastate Samar.

tive Sibley (Penn.) 
during the general debate on the Agri- 
cultural Appropriation bill, severely de- 
nounced Gen. Jacob H. Smith for the or- 
ders he issued in the Samar campaign. 

The speech was considered the more re- 
markable in that it came from a Repub- 
lican who left the Democratic Party on the 
issues raised by the Spanish War, and who 
since has been an ardent expansionist. 

Mr. Sibley said he had been an expan- 
sionist and defended the policy of the Ad- 
ministration in the acquisition of the 
Philippines. Duty and honor, he_ said, 
justified the country’s position there. The 
commercial welfare of the Nation de- 
manded that it should control that archi- 
pelago, which stands as the gateway to 
the Oriental world, He continued: 

“When I have heard the statements 
made that we were cruel in the conduct. of 
that war I have thought perhaps the parti- 
san was speaking. But when I have read, 
as I have within the last forty-eight hours, 
that a General wearing the uniform of the 
army of the United States, one who stands 
under the shadow of our flag, issues or- 
ders, not to conciliate a province, but to 
leave it a howling wilderness and to kill 
all above ten years of age, then it seems 
to me that humanity must have marched 


backward for eighteen centuries and that 
Herod again appears. 

“I have read of Timour, the Tartar. I 
have read of Achilles, I have read of the 
Saracen scourge, but I thank God that 
since the tragic scene on Calvary it has 
taken eighteen centuries to produce a 
Smith. I have read of the water cure. I 
believe that was exaggerated. Can any 
man whose blood bounds in his pulses, 
any man who has read his Bible or who 
has been reared at the knee of a Christian 
woman, justify the perpetration of such 
cruelties upon another man who wears the 
guise and the image of his Creator? And 
yet we hear this man attempting to justify 
acts by which men are pumped so full of 
water as nearly to drown them, and then 
are brought back to life by thumping them 
over the stomach with the butts of mus- 


kets. 

“That is not civilization; that is not 
Christilanizing the world. I am thankful 
that these are sporadic cases. Against that, 
as a man who belongs I[ hope, not alone to 
the Republican ranks, but to the whole 
brotherhood of man the wide world round, 
I want the members of this House, on this 
side of the chamber and that, to voice their 
protest, and against all such measures. 
|Applause.] 

“A friend of mine said a few minutes 
ago, ‘Oh, you had better wait and hear his 
defense.’ I hope the President of the 
United States will have the courage, upon 
what the man admits, to discharge him dis- 
honorably from the service that he has 
disgraced. [Applause.}] He admits that he 
issued the order to leave the province a 
howling waste and a wilderness, and to 
kill all above ten years of age, the inno- 
cent with the guilty.

“Wait and hear what his justification 
may be. That man does not live who can 
justify such orders. [Applause.] I care 
not how adroitly his lawyers may frame 
their plea or how subtle be their reasoning, 
the fact admitted by his own mouth that 
he issued such orders is sufficient for the 
hope that there is the courage and the pa- 
triotism, and the humanity, and the Chris- 
tianity at the other end of the avenue 
that will not let him wear the Federal uni- 
form twenty-four hours hence.” 

Mr. Sibley was vigorously applauded by 
the Democrats and some of the Repub- 
licans. 

Mr. Williams (Miss.) heartily indorsed Mr.

“But I am little afraid,” hé continued,

GEN. SMITH’S COURT-MARTIAL. 


Major Waller Testifies to Receiving 
from the Defendant Orders to 
“Kill and Burn.” 

MANILA, April 25.—The trial by court- 
martial of Gen. Jacob H. Smith, (on the 
charge of conduct prejudicial to good order 
and discipline,) was resumed to-day. Major 
Littleton W. T. Wallér-of the Marine 
Corps testified to receiving from Gén. 
Smith the orders to “ kill and burn” and 
render Samar ‘a howling wilderness,’ 
previously referred to. The natives of 
Samar, said Major Waller, were more 
treacherous. and implacable than the 
Soudan tribesmen. Without Gen. Smith's 
drastic measures the war there would not 
have been ended: yet. Gen. Smith never 

intended killing women or children. 

Corp. Pritchard of the Ninth Infantry, 
who took part in the fight at Gandara, 
testified that he saw boys of twelve years 
of age fighting and slashing with bolos. 

Sergt. Bonicastle of the Ninth Infantry, 
an Apache, testified regarding Capt. F. K. 
Schoeffel’s fight in Dapdap_ Province, 
Samar. He saw a soldier attacked by two 
boys under fifteen, one armed with a bolo 
and the other with a dagger. Private 
Nickle of the Ninth Infantry explained the 
dangers of service in*the Island of Samar. 

Private Nanjot of the Tenth Cavalry told 
how Americanistos (natives friendly to the 
Americans) were butchered in cold blood. 

Sergt. Brumly of the Ninth Infantry, a 
survivor of the Balangiga massacre, de- 
scribed that disaster, including the mutila- 
tion of the American dead by the Samar 
natives,

TALES OF CRUELTY EXAGGERATED 


Ex-Adjutant General at Manila Dis- 
cusses Treatment of Filipinos. 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 28.—Col. Wag- 
ner, who has been Adjutant General at 
Manila two years, has arrived here on his 
way to Chicago to assume the dutiss of Ad- 


jutant General. Col. Wagner, qwhen asked 
regarding the alleged cruelties perpetrated 
by the orders of Gen, Jacob Smith in 
the Island of Samar, said: 

“The stories of cruelty to the natives have 
been largely exaggerated. ‘There have, no 
doubt, been some individual cases of cruel- 
ty, as there have been in all wars. The 
Filipinos have been treated, in most in- 
stances, with a degree of humanity and 
magnanimity which they have attributed 
to weakness on the part of the Americans. 

‘As to the ‘water cure’ they lay so much 
stress upon, there has been more of that in 
imagination of the people of the United 
States than in the Island of Samar.” 


THE PHILIPPINE CIVIL BILL. 


Discussion Resumed in the Sénate, and 
Mr. Simmons (N. C.) Opposes 
the Measure. 
WASHINGTON, April 28.—A number of 
minor bills were passed in the Senate to- 
day, and consideration was resumed of the 
Philippine Government bill. Mr. Simmons 
(N. €.) addressed the Senate in opposition 
to the measure. He referred to the treat- 
ment of Cuba by the United States, and 
said he had no disposition to discuss the 
motives of the Republican Party in pur- 
suing one line of policy toward Cuba and 
an opposite policy toward the Philippines. 
He sald it evidently was the purpose of

the Republican Party to retain the Philip- 
pine Islands permanently, but he did not

**Kansas millers, on account of foreign 
discrimination, with the best wheat in the 
world at their doors, are not producing 
over one-third of their full capacity.

34 seats and lost 23, making a gain of 11. 
Probably next Sunday week, on the sec- 
ond ballot, the Ministerialists will lose 
13 seats and win 34, giving 21 more 
votes to augment the Government ma- 
jority. 

The Ministry, says the correspondent, 
will thus be in a position to ignore the 
votes: of a few revolutionary Socialists 
and reactionary members of the Right. 

The correspondent says it was well 
known that Paris would return about 
20 Nationalists, but the party gained 
only 3 seats in the capital. 

The republic is out of danger, says the 
correspondent, and the Ministry itself, 
for which certain Republicans will vote 
only intermittently, will have a majority 
of 100. The reactionaries and revolu- 
tionists have lost ground, while anti- 
Semitism, even to its chief personifier, 
Drumont, is defeated almost everywhere, 
scarcely one or two sorry specimens hav- 
ing escaped.

tween that republic and Haiti is entirely 
interrupted. 

Advices received here from Porto Plata 
(a seaport on the north coast of Santo Do- 
iningo) say that Santiago is the centre of 
the disturbance, which is directed by Vice 
President Horatio Vasquez. 

It is believed here that the revolution will 
probably be suppressed by the Dominican 
Government forces. 


Mere Aid for Jamaican Planters. 
KINGSTON, Jamaica, April 28.—The 
Royal Mail Steam Packet Company has 
announced its decision to carry sugar from 


here to London at considerably reduced 
rates. Elder, Dempster & Co., recently 
made an offer to carry eer from here 
to England free of charge. he planters of 
Jamaica are still doubtful whether these 
concessions will succeed in diverting the 
majority of the Jamaican exports from 
the United States.

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THE SHIPPING COMBINATION. 
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Comment on the Statements Regarding ; Selected from Those Printed Under 


the Position of the German and 
White Star Lines.

LONDON, April 29.—Referring to the 
communiqué published in the German 
press regarding the arrangemerit be- 
jtween the German steamship lines and 
the Anglo-American syndicate, the Ber- 
lin correspondent of The Times says it is 
instructive to observe how the German 
press. under careful guidance, deals with 
subjects affecting the national prosper- 
ity or foreign policy. Whereas in Eng- 
land the darkest view is always taken, 
the German public is invariably Jed to 
believe that the German Government or 
German commerce has scored an im- 
mense success. 

The correspondent remarks that if the 
United Kingdom were suffering from an 
economic crisis like that in Germany it 
is very improbable that the exponents of 
public opinion would attempt to put such 
a good face on the situation as is being 
done with considerable success in Ger- 
many.

LONDON, April 29.—The Shipping Ga- 
zette said yesterday: 

* While it is perfectly true that the White 
Star Line has: not been sold to the Amer- 
ican syndicate, and that the present own- 
ers of shares retain their holdings, the 
statements made on Saturday do not fully 
represent the real position. We are au- 
thoritatively informed that, while there will 
be no sale of White Star shares, there will 
be an exchange of these shares for those 
of the new company. In this way the finan- 
cial interest of the White Star in the com- 
bine will be established. 

The two great German companies will, 
on the other hand, make no similar ex- 
change of their shares for those of the new 
company, but they will enter into an agree- 
ment, binding them for ten years and re- 
newable for another ten years, by which 
their co-operation is secured. The simplest 
way of indicating the real position is to 
describe the companies concerned as enter- 
ing into a pooling arrangement. It follows 
that there will be no competition between 
them at the ports with which the individual 


steamship corporations have hitherto been 
more particularly identified.”’ 


BERLIN, April 28.—The abstract of the 
steamship agreement which has been issued 
at Hamburg and Bremen quiets the sus- 
picions that, the German steamship eompa- 
nies got the worst of the contract with J. 
Pierpont Morgan, Many points of the 
agreement have not yet been made clear, 
but the outlines of the contract were pub- 
lished especially with the view of gaining 
the approval of the public with regard to 
the action of the Hamburg-American Steam 
Packet Company and the North German 
Lioyd Line, and this end has been attained. 

The Lokal Anzeiger, from inquiries made 
among financiers, reaches the conclusion 
that the agreement reassures those who 
feared that the independence and financial 
future of the lines were threatened by an 
alliance with the syndicate. 

The Berliner Tageblatt notes that, al- 
though the independence of the two Ger- 
man lines is nominally guaranteed, the 
companies are compelled to undertake spe- 
cific obligations which, to a certain extent, 
restrict the freedom of their actions. The 
paper admits, however, that the agreement 
is, for the Germans, the choice of the lesser 
of two evils. 


STATEMENTS IN THE COMMONS. 


LONDON, April 29.—In the House of 
Commons yesterday the President of the 
3oard of Trade, the Right Hon. Gerald W. 

jalifour, replying to a question, said that 
the board had no power to require the dis- 
closure of any agreement for the transfer 
of a British ship to a foreign owner, nor to 
require the White Star Line or other lines 
which had entered into the American com- 
bination to disclose the terms of their 
agreements with the American syndicate, 
or to produce any documentseshowing the 
status of the persons who under the agree- 
ment acquired a share in the control or an 
interest in the ships concerned, 

The effect of the shipping combination, 

Mr. Balfour added, was engaging the seri- 
ous attention of the British Government. 
_ Replying to questions on the same sub- 
ject, the Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Admiralty, H. O. Arnold-Forster, said the 
Admiralty was of opinion that the services 
of merchant cruisers should be continued, 
if compatible with reasonable expenditure. 
Such subsidies would not seriously affect 
the expenditure on fast cruisers, whose 
services could not be performed by mer- 
cantile cruisers. The Government's present 
arrangements gave it the power of utilizing 
in war time a certain number of merchant 
steamers, and gave it a lien on steamers 
now being constructed, 

The Parliamentary committee appointed 
by the Admiralty to consider the question 
of subsidies, as affected by the new ship- 
ping combine, and the best means of ob- 
taining for the naval service auxiliary 
steamers of greater speed and efficiency 
than the ships now employed, will be pre- 
sided over by the Earl of Camperdown, an 
ex-Lord of the Admiralty. The other mem- 
bers of the committee are Vice Admiral 
Fitzgerald, Prof. Byles, Capt. Safford, R. 
N., and representatives of the Treasury and 
Post Office. The committee will report on 
the modifications necessary in existing con- 
tracts and in the rate of subsidy in order 
to prevent vessels passing to a foreign flag 
without the permission of the Admiralty. 


A CONSTITUTION FOR RUSSIA. 


Reports that the Czar Will Grant One— 
Rioting in the South of the Coun- 


try Still Spreading. 

ST. PETERSBURG, April 28.—Persistent 
reports are in circulation to the effect that 
the Czar will shortly issue a rescript giving 
Russia “a Constitution, similar to the 
scheme for administrative reform drawn up 
by the late Gen. Loris-Melikoff when he 
was Minister of the Interior, and which 
was sanctioned’ by the Czar Alexander II. 
some six months before the latter’s as- 
sassination, (which occurred on March 13, 
18581.) 

The rioting continues to spread in South 
Russia. The military thus far have been 
unable to prevent incendiarism, terrorism, 
and plundering. The landed proprietors 
throughout the Government of Poltava are 
seeking refuge in the City of Poltava. 

Prince Obolensky, the Governor of 
Kherson, is apprehensive of a-rising in 
that Government. 

The police ferces in many cities have 
been increased, notably at Irkutsk and 
Archangel. 

Balschaneff, the assassin of M. Sipia- 
guine, is now reported to be very sick, as 
the result of voluntary starvation. 


WANTS GERMAN POTASH WORKS ? 


American Company Said to be Trying 
to Buy Several Companies. 
BERLIN, April 28.—The Virginia-North 
Carolina Chemical Company, which is a 
large buyer of German potash, has been 
trying to acquire some works in the Hanvo- 
ver potash district. These negotiations are 
the only basis for the report that the comm- 
pany is seeking to acquire control of the 

entire German potash industry. 

The Virginia-North Carolina Company has 
obtained options on two potash companies, 
and has received offers of sale from or in- 
quired the price of several other companies. 
These are all small concerns and outside 
the great potash syndicate, the ten asso- 
ciated properties of which are. valued at 
225,000,000 marks, ($53,550,000.) . The Prus- 
sian Government also owns potash fields of 
equal vaiue. 

Agents of the Virginia-North Carolina Com- 
pany are making persistent efforts to gaina 
foothold in the potash industry here, and 
Dr. Schneider, the company’s attorney, is 
examining the titles of potash properties.

The Disconto Gesellschaft is financially 
interested in potash, and a representative 
of this company, says he does not believe 
that the American company will be suc- 
cessful in obtaining control of any potash 
concerns except those outside the syndl- 
cate,

JEFFERSON AS “RIP.” 


Joseph Jefferson reappeared last night in 
“Rip Van Winkle" at the Harlem Opera 
House. The phenomenon was no less ex- 
pected than the recurrence of Spring in 
Central Park, and no less delightful. When 


the present generation & theatregoers was 
in short frocks it was taken by the hand 
to 2 matinée of Rip, and its earliest mem- 
ory of the stage is a file of grotesque 
dwarfs struggling each with his keg of 
schnapps up the mountair side. When the 
present generation is again in childhood 
no doubt it will still be taken to the theatre 
by the hand and be delighted to see those 
dwarfs struggle with that schnapps up the 
mountain side. 

Meanwhile, there is Rip to delight us, 
and the infinite variety of Rip's charms is 
as far beyond the power of age and cus- 
tom to wither and stale as were the charms 
of Cleopatra. Incidentally they are infin- 
itely more worthy of delighting. As works 
of art Mr. Jefferson's few parts, it cannot 
be too often repeated, reach the very pin- 
nacle of perfection. No artist ever studied 
expression more carefully. Every move- 
ment, every gesture, every glance and 
smile, every iutonation of the voice is con- 
ceived and executed with consummate intel- 
ligence and care. And the result is-of a 
kind that makes one forget that art has 
entered at all into the matter. There is a 
richness and a mellowness, a warmth of 
feeling and a radiance of humor in every- 
thing Mr. Jefferson does that places him in 
the very first rank of the actors of the Eng- 
lish-speaking stage. While one is between 
the first and the second childhood never 
a year comes so soon’ or stays so short a 
time that one would not wish if he could to 
see Mr. Jefferson tn his repertory. 

If the lapse of recent years has told on 
Mr. Jefferson’s Rip, the fact was not no- 
ticeable. As he entered with a child on 
his shoulder his tread was firm, and as he 
danced at the end of the act with a village 
maiden his step was swinging, light, and 
graceful. 

It cannot be said, however, that the play 
as a whole stood the march of time as well. 
It is not that the Boucicault element in 
Mr. Jefferson's drama is out of date, for 
the melodrama of simple emotions and vio- 
lent contrasts is —— The trouble 
lay in the fact that, at least in Miss Ffol- 
liett Paget's reading of Gretchen, an at- 
tempt was made at the kind of acting we 
choose to call naturalistic. As the part 
used to be acted, and as the lines clearly 
demand, Gretchen is a violent termagant. 
When she drives Rip from his home out 
into the storm she is, as she confesses in 
the last act, in a cruel rage. Only the fact 
that she is a termagant can make Rip’s 
drunkenness sympathetic, and his unceas- 
ing jests at Gretchen's expense truly amus- 
ing. 

As the part was played last night, and 
has been played for some years past, it 
was in very low tones. Gretchen was vastly 
more sinned against than sinning. Even 
when she drove Rip out into the storm she 
had not the air of anger and cruelty. This 
is, no doubt, a sympathetic reading of the 
part, and it was well carried off last night, 
but the result of it was to throw the gen- 
eral scheme of the play quite out of kelter. 
Unless Gretchen is a termagant in the first 
act, her taming in the last loses half its 
force, and what is more to the point, if 
Gretchen is sinned against, then Rip is sin- 
ning. The result of the ostensibly natural- 
istic reading of the part is to destroy the 
violent contrasts of the play, and thereby 
to turn its afniable and mellow unmorals 
into something very like immorals. 

After the first act Mr. Jefferson made a 
speech, in which he recalled the fact that 
he has played Rip in New York for forty 
years, and that the parents and grandpar- 
ents of many in the audience had seen him 
in the part. The point was obvious, for the 
parents and grandparents of many were

REVIVAL OF “QUO VADIS,” 


Stange’s dramatization of Sienkiewicz’s 
“Quo Vadis " was presented last night at 
the Academy of Music by F. C. Whitney, 
who produced it at Chicago in the Autumn 
of, 1899, There was a fair attendance, and 
the acting as a rule was smooth with, how- 


ever, some distinct flaws of melodramatic 
fervor. 

The cast was a special one, with the 
exception of Arthur Forrest, in his original 
role of Petronius. Marcus Ford was Vini- 
cius. and Mary Emerson Lygia. They were 
ecreditably supported. Pert Hart played 
Lucan, Thomas M. Hunter Nero, Fred E. 
Beane Chilo, Caroline Rohr Poppaea, anid 
Grace Hanson Eunice. After the first two 
acts the part of Vinicius was rendered ac- 
ceptably and without ranting, and Mr. 
Hunter began to do justice to his part in 
the first scene of Act V. 

J. Montgomery Irving, “‘ the original San- 
dow,” as Ursus, was physique-conscious 
throughout the play, and his appearances 
were a succession of ‘‘mat’’ poses. Con- 
spicuously pleasant and natural was the 
acting of the child Jack Ryan as Little 
Aulus. The play was well set, and the 
chief scenic effects were good. Curtain 
calls abounded. The engagement is a Um- 
ited one. 


FRENCH OPERA BOUFFE. 


The Roberval French Opera Bouffe Com- 
pany of New Orleans began its fifth and 
last week last night at the Victoria The- 


atre. The selection for this occasion was 
Varney’s ‘“‘Les Mousquetaires au Cou- 
vent,’’ which is certainly unfamiliar to the 
casual theatregoer. Nevertheless it wags 
made known in this town some seventeen 
or eighteen years ago by the Boston Ideal 
Opera Company—afterward known as the 
Bostonians—in an English version. The 
operetta, for that is what it is, calls for 
considerably more musical capacity on the

SOL SMITH RUSSELL DEAD. 


The Actor’s Demise in Washington Due 
to Hiccoughs from Which He 
Suffered Some Time. 
WASHINGTON, April 28.—Sol Smith 
Russell, the actor, died at the Richmond 
Hotel, in this city, this afternoon, of per- 
petual hiccoughs. Mr. Russell had been ill 
for some time from this malady, but during 
the past few days the disease took a se- 
rious turn, and since early morning the 
end had been hourly expected. Those pres- 
ent at the bedside of the actor were Mrs. 
Russell, Miss L. Alice Russell, Mr. and 
Mrs. Frederick S. Berger, and Edward I. 
Rosenfeld. Mr. Russell was fifty-four 

years old. 

The deceased will be buried in Rock 
Creek Cemetery, near this city. The funeral 
services will take place Wednesday after- 
noon from the residence of Mr. Jerger, a 
brother-in-law of Mr. Russell, to whose 
home the remains will be removed from the 
hotel to-morrow. Mr. Russell was an bpis- 
copalian, and the burial service of tnat 
church will be read over his body by the 
Rev. J. B. Perry, the rector of St. An- 
drew's Episcopa! Church of this city. Nu- 
merous tciegrams of condolence have. been 
received from many parts of the country, 
and a dispatch trom New York says that a 
party of inUmate friends will be in Wash- 
ington on Wednesday to attend the funeral. 
Mc. Kussell leaves a widow and. two chil- 
dren, Miss L. Altice Russell, and a son, 
Robert Kk. Russell of Minneapolis. He mar- 
ried a daughter ot Wiliiam ‘T. Adams, tne 
well-known author, who wrote under the 
nom de piume of * Oliver Optic.”’ 


Sol Smith Russell was born a mimic. In 
his school days in St. Louis he practiced his 
power otf mimicry. Among his teachers, 
ne has said, there was only one who appre- 
clated his talent and encouraged him. ‘he 
affection which he conceived ior this lady, 
who is still a teacher in the St. Louis pub- 
lic schools, lasted throughout his protes- 
sional career, 

Mr. Kussei! was born in Brunswick, Me., 
Jan. 15, 1848. His parents later removed to 
St. Louis. When tne war broke out he be- 
came a drummer boy tor one of the Mis- 
souri regiments, When the troops were at 
Cairo, lil., he gave entertainments in a 
tent. His first regular engagement was at 
Deagle’s old theatre, in St. Louis. Later he 
drifted to Milwaukee, Louisville, and other 
cities, finally returning to St. Louis and 
accepting a position as low comedian in 
Ben De Sar’s stock company. In 1868 Mr. 
Russell joined the celebrated Berger fam- 
ily of bell ringers, giving character imper- 
sonations and songs. His first appearance 
in New York with this company was at 
Lina Edwin's theatre, on Broadway. 

Mr. Russell's career as a star began in 
1880 in a play entitled ‘**‘ Edgewood Folks.” 
He made a big success. He appeared in it 
1,500 ‘times. When William Warren retired 
from the Boston Museum Company Mr. 
Russell took up some of his parts. In 1885 
and 1886 Mr. Russell again became a star, 
going out on the road in a play called ‘“‘ The 
Country Editor.’’ The following season he 
had a place called ** Pa.’’ He did well with 
both plays. His next production was “ Be- 
witehed,’’ by E. E. Kidder. The following 
season he brought out ‘The Poor Rela- 
tion,’’ by the same author. This proved 
the most successful production of his 
career. He played it for several seasons. 
His next venture was in a play written 
by Dion Boucicault and called *‘ The Tale 
of a Coat.'’ This play was given a six 
weeks’ trial at Daly's Theatre, in this city, 
and was then pronounced a failure. 
** Peaceful Valley,’ another play written 
by E. E. Kidder for Mr. Russell, proved 
second in popularity only to ‘The Poor 
Relation.’’ His last productions were a 
niece by. Clyde Fitch, called” “ April 
Neather,’’ and ‘‘An American,” by A. R. 
Haven. 

It was while he was playing in Chicago in 
1890 that Mr. Russell broke down. His mem- 
ory failed him and he was unable to go 
on with his part. Since that time he had 
lived quietly in Washington. He made a 
good deal of money during his career as 
a star, and added to his fortune by suc- 
cessful real estate investments in Min- 
neapolis. The total value of the real estate 
is said to be worth more than $2,000,000. 

It was a singular feature of Mr. Russell's 
career that, desbite his great popularity in 
many of the large cities of the country, 
especially in Western cities. he was never 
able to score a success in New York. 


Dr. Peter R. Thombs Dead. 

PUEBLO, Col., April 28.—Dr. Peter R. 
Thombs, one of the most widely known 
physicians in Colorado, has died at his resi- 
dence here after an illness of two weeks 


from a complication of diseases. Dr. 
Thombs served through the war as an army 
surgeon with distinction. He came. to 
Pueblo soon after e war, and was one of 
the oldest physicia in the State. For sev- 
eral years he wa j3uperintendent of the 
State insane asyl@ r. Thombs was six- 
ty-two years of age. A widow and daugh- 
ter survive him. 


DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Dr. Frederick A. Castle. 

Dr. Frederick A. Castle, aged sixty years, 
and ore of New York's most widely known 
physicians, died in Roosevelt Hospital Sun- 
day after a prolonged illness. He was taken 
ill about six months ago, and a week ago 
he was removed to Roosevelt, where he was 
twice operated upon. He died as a result of 
the second operation. His widow survives 
him. The funeral services will take place 
from the residence, at 51 West Fifty-eighth 


Street, to-morrow morning at 0:30 o'clock, 
the Rev. Dr. Perkins officiating. 

Dr. Castle was a medical student in 
Bellevue when the civil war commenced. 
Without waiting to take a degree, he with a 
number of other young men, many of whom 
afterward became well-known physicians, 
forméd the Medical Cadet Corps, and were 
sent to the front as a part of the Medical 
Department of the army. He later left 
this organization and served for two years 
in the navy. Toward the close of the war 
he returned to Bellevue, where he was 
graduated. He became widely known in the 
profession through his editorial work in 
connection with numerous medical jour- 
nals and magazines. For a time he occu- 
pied the Chair of Therapeutics at Bellevue, 
and. was later visiting physician at the 
Presbyterian Hospital. He was largely 
interested in the building of the Academy 
of Medicine, in West Forty-third Street, 
and was once its Treasurer. Among the 
clubs of which he was a member are the 
University, the Grelier, and the Loyal Le- 
gion. Outside of his profession he was in- 
terested in bookbinding and designing, and 
as a member of the Grolier Club he planned 
its ‘‘ Dutch Room.” 


Dr. Oliver R. Willis. 

Dr. Oliver R. Willis died at his home in 
White Plains on Sunday. He was born at 
Roslyn, L. I., in 1815, and was educated at 
Erasmus Hall and the College of New Jer- 
sey. He opened a school for boys at 
Hightstown, N. J., in 1544, but in 1848 re- 
moved to Freehold, where he built and 


maintained the Freehold Institute. In 1&z 
he went to White Plains, where for many 
yeurs he conducted the Alexander: Insti 
tute. a military schoo! for boys, named 
for Dr. Archibald Alexander.

About the most important 
bull consideration was the visible supply de- 
crease of nearly 4,000,000 bushels for the week 
This came out at noon and helped rally the 
market to Sliec for July, after early sales at 
Si%c. In local stocks, however, while the con- 
tract supplies decreased 24,500 bushels, the total 
stock increased 124,300 bushels In the crop 
and weather line, bull influences were confined 
to the official forecast of no rain in Kansas, 
and a report from the President:of the Kansas 
City Grain Dealers’ Association, claiming that 
the State could not raise over 30,090,000 bushels, 
the growth being small and about what it usually 
is in March. Over against this news was the 
weather map showing a low area in Kansas 
and general rains throughout the central Winter 
wheat States. Most of the ideas about actual 
rainfall in Kansas itself were derived from 
private advices In the afternoon, when weak- 
ness became heaviest, the market was affected 
by unloading among tired holders and more or 
less disappointment over the export business, 
which consisted of only 15 loads at outports 
St. Louis and Kansas City were the two weakest 
markets, each losing over @ cent per bushel on 
the crop news. The foreign situation had some 
etrength by reason of Liverpool’s 4@%d ad- 
vance in futures and the 10-point rise at Paris, 
but was rather depressing as to statistics The 
world’s shipments were fully up to the previous 
week, owing chiefly to large Russian exports, 
while the amount on passage increased 160,000 
bushels, and the English visible decreased only 
112.000 bushels. Primary receipts were about 
half as large as a year ago, and Northwest ar- 
rivals a little greater than usual. It was noticed 
that May wheat passed the July option, selling 
up from a recent discount of ke to \@%c 
premium, on the scarcity of spot contract grade.
